THIS CAUSE COMING ON TO BE HEARD on Petitioner's Petition 

and the parties agreeing to an Order of Join. Custody of the minor child 
namely: MADELINE KRAMER, born January 20. 2013, and pursuant to Chapter 735, 

Section 5/602 of the ffin^sCoiMeimites! and Chapter 750, Section 45/12.1 of the 
i^-ComaKe^ the C0Jrt being adv . se(J , n (he prem , ses and 

jurisdiction herein; and the Court making the following findings: 

A. That the residential circumstances of each parent favors an award of joint 
custody; 


B. That the parties possess the ability to cooperate effectively and consistently 
with each other toward the best interests of the child; and 

C. That the maximum involvement and cooperation of both parents regarding 

the physical, mental, moral and emotional well being of the child is in the best interests of 
the child.

WHEREFORE, IT IS ORDERED THAT: 


1 The Court orders that the i oi "> custody of the minor child of the parties, 
namely: Madeline, is awarded to the parties, Petitioner, Kevin Roy Kramer, and the 


Respondent, Julia C. Eickmeier. Each parent shall be designated the "Custodial Parent” 

while the child is in their respective physical possession, and likewise, the other 

respective parent shall be designated as the "Non-Custodial Parent" while not having 
physical possession of the minor child.

3. EDUCATION: Each parent shall take the necessary action with the school 
authorities of the schools in which the child is enrolled to:

That both parents shall promptly, upon the receipt of the same, furnish the 
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4. MEDICAL AND HEALTH CARE: 

4.1 That each parent shall promptly inform the other parent of any serious illness 

Of the child while in their custody which shall require medical attention. Elective surges 

shall only be performed after consultation with the other parent. Emergency surgery 

necessary for the preservation of life or to prevent any further serious injury or condition 

may be performed without consultation with the parent who does not have physical 

custody of the child, provided however, that if time permits, the other parent shall be 

consulted and, in any event, informed as soon as is reasonably possible. Each party 

shall be responsible for the everyday health care and medical needs of the child when in 
their physical custody. 


4.2 Both parents shall inform each other of any medical or health' problems which 
arise while they had the physical possession of the child when the information of said 
medical or health problem would aid the other parent in the care and treatment of the 
chdd. Both parents shall provide each other with any medications which the child is taking 
at the time of transfer of physical possession and with sufficient information to allow the 
parent assuming custody to obtain refills of that medication. 

s 4.3 Each parent shall at all times conduct themselves in a manner which 
promotes the cooperation and involvement of the other parent on any matter which 
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concerns the medical and health care of the child, keeping in mind that the cooperation 

and involvement of both parents on issues regarding medical and health care of the minor 
child are in the best interests of the child. 


4.4 The terms of the Judgment for Dissolution of Marriage entered herein between 

parties regarding medical insurance and responsibility for payment of medical 
expenses is incorporated herein and made a part of this Order. 

5. MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS: 

5.1. Both parents shall, when requested, provide information to the other parent 
regarding the names, addresses, telephone numbers and other necessary facts 
concerning the providers of any medical or health care to the child. 

5.2.. Each parent, as well as the family members of each parent, shall refrain 

from discussing the conduct of the other parent in the presence of the child, except in a 
laudatory or complimentary way. 

5.3. Transfer of physical possession of the minor child shall not be withheld 
because of nonpayment of child support. 

5.4. The payment of child support shall not be withheld because of the refusal of 
one parent to grant transfer of possession to the other parent. 

5.5. The parents shall advise each other as soon as possible if one parent is 
unable to keep a planned period of physical possession with the child. 

5.6. Either parent may temporarily take the child to another state for vacation or 
for other good reason with reasonable notice to the other parent.

5.8 Neither parent shall threaten to prevent or delay the return of the child to the 
other parent after a period of physical possession. 

5.9 Each parent shall prepare the child both physically and mentally for a transfer 
Of Physical possession to the other parent. The child shall be available at the time set for 
the transfer of possession. The child shall be returned from a transfer of possession with 
the clothing and belongings they took with them to the other parents home.

5.11 Each parent shall have the child dressed appropriately for outings and day 
care or school activities. 

5.12 Each parent shall work with the other parent to arrange physical possession 

schedules which shall take into account the child's educational, athletic and social 

activities, including any religious activities or education so as not to interfere with the 

same. Each parent may take the child to appropriately planned activities while in their 
physical possession. 


5.13 Whenever possible, each parent shall allow the other parent the first 

opportunity to sen/e as a "babysitter while the child are in their respective possession 
and it is necessary to obtain child care services. 

Both parents shall, at all times, conduct themselves in a manner which 
promotes the beneficial effect on the child during their time with the child. 
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5.15 Each parent at all times shall inform the other parent of their respective 

telephone numbers as we,, as current addresses. When the child are no. in one parent's 

possession, that parent shall have reasonable telephone contact with the minor child a, 
reasonable times and hours. 

5.16 The parties acknowledge that good faith and good will are essential 
components of this Agreement, and these concepts must include availability of some 
latitude towards any understanding of each other, rather, when for some reason, the 
other may no. be able to comply with the speciflc activity or prearranged or expected time. 

6, MEDIATION OF CONFLICTS: If any conflicts arise between the parents as 
to any of the provisions of this Join. Custody Agreement and Order or the implementation 
thereof, the complaining parent shall first notify the other parent of the nature of the 
complaint and both parents shall make reasonable attempts to negotiate a sett.emen. of 
the conflict. Whenever practical under the circumstances, said complain, shall be made 
in Written form and given to or mailed to the other parent. The parent receiving said 
complain, shall, when practical, reply to the complaint in a similar manner in written form. 

If the parties are unable to resolve their conflict within a reasonable period of time among 
themselves, then in that event, they may attempt mediation through a certified mediation 
service or marital or family counselor that may attempt to work cut their differences in 
order to mediate the conflict. That if such mediation is no. successful or net attempted, 
then in that event, said matter shall be determined by a court of competent jurisdiction. 
That it is understood and agreed behveen the parties, however, that in the even, the 
conflict involves an immediate danger to the physical, psycho.ogioal or emotional health 
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cf the minor child, ihen in that even., they.may bypass ail avenues of mediation including 
the family counseling agency and have the 
jurisdiction.

7. PERIODIC REV,EW: The terms of the Join, Parenting Agreement shai, be 

reviewed every two (2) years by the parents and the mediator or family counselor at the 
request of either party. 

8. BIRTH CERTIFICATE: The child's birth certificate shall be amended to show 
tire Father to be her natural father and the parties shall cooperate in executing any 

documents necessa„ or repaired to effectuate the issuance of a new birth certificate 
showing Kevin to be the child's father. 

9. CHILD SUPPORT: Father shai, pay the sum of $50 ,00 per weeh as and for 

0 h,ld support for the minor child. An Order of Support shall be entered in this matter upon 
entry of this Joint Parenting Order.
